We consider it a 'fixed fact' that 
this is the struggle which Is to decide whether 
Europe it to be republican or cossack — never 
•Ince the world began, has it seen a war Involv- 
ing such wide sweeping aud tremendiou. inter- 
•sts. Is it not startling to behold France, Eng- 
land, Austria and Prussia, the great and leading 
Christian nations of that continent, In league 
with iheouly infidel nation upon it, and fighting) 
with her u»on a question which I. expressed and 
avowed tojbe a question between Christianity and 
Mal.omedauism? It is a strange conglomen- 
tlon, taking even that view of it,— strange nUI 
that England and France should shake hands 
aii i fight together in the same cause upou the 
tame field of battle, and strange that Auslria and 
Prussia should be engaged In deadly conflict 
with their old friend and ally, Russia. It is all 
this that makes the present war so interesting to 
lookers- on We, however, have but little Inter- 
est except that it may be lor the weal or wo of 
"3»mocracy. 

We only fix our eyes upon these movements in 
Burepe, with the hope thatit may all tend to Ihe 
establishment of democratic principles in the 
end. We look to the baltls-field only lo discover 
through its smoke the fair form of popular Rights 
.revealed, and springing up from the soil that !ia s 
been made red with the blood of the hirelings of 
Tyrant*. On which side is the people' is the 
question we ask, ami is the stalwart proportions 
of Democracy to have a hand in Ihe fierce sttifc? 
Beyond this we care but little.
